Edmonton has not already been inundated 
with criminals is her comparative isola- 
tion geographically. Lawbreakers like to 
operate in localities that are close to other 
large centres so that escape is facilitated 
after major jobs. 

But this comparative isolation is no 
guarantee of safety and, sooner or later, 
unless the police force is brought up to 
par, a crime wave will strike Edmonton 
like an avalanche. 

There is simply no possible argument 
with the fact that in peaceful, small-town 
1920 Edmonton had the protection of one 
constable to every 763 of popw/ation, 
while in these boom days Edmc~ton has 
the protection of only one constable to 
1,292 of population. 

There is said to he difficulty in secur- 
ing recruits for the police department. 
There will always be difficulty in getting 
recruits until Edmonton pays salaries 
comparable to those paid elsewhere. 

A recent wage offer to the Edmonton 
force would bring salaries for first class 
constables up to $220.65 a month. 

That is a decided improvement. But 
potential policemen will always remember 
that Vancouver pays $251 and Victoria 
$248 for the same service. 

These discrepancies must be ironed 
out. 

No city can have an efficient police 
force without paying for it.

In Rubber ‘Tub’ 


REVELSTOKE, B.C. — Yester- 
day a visitor passed on the in- 
formation that four young Revel- 
stoke daredevils were going to 
bob down the river in a rubber 
life raft from a point 17 miles 
north of the town. He suggested 
we go up and watch their pro- 
gress from the highway. 

At the 17-mile post we saw the 
foursome down by the river, 
preparing to launch their small 
craft. I scrambled down the 
steep bank for an_ interview, 
promptly ,got invited to sign on 
@s a crew member and, on the 
theory of trying anything once, 
accepted. ° 


We Prepare 
Our Life Raft 


The four men in the boat were 
Ron Dickey, 22, Standard Oil 
agent in Revelstoke, owner and 
skipper of the frail craft and the 
only man aboard with rapids- 
running experience; Chic Cero- 
lini, 21, a husky CPR fireman; 
Chuck Gallicano, 20, the lyrone 
Power of Revelstoke, and Sugar 
Durrand, 22, a CPR train clerk 
who sports the most decrepit, 
carrot-colored beard I ever saw. 

They had their pants rolled up 
over their knees. Lamp black 
was smeared under their eyes as 
protection from the glare of the 
sun on the river. It was a hot, 
almost cloudless day. 

The “boat” was an orange- 
colored, 12-foot, seven-nan U.S. 
Air Force rubber life raft, a sort 
of oblong doughnut. There were 
three light paddles and a pump 
aboard to keep the ship inflated. 
A sheet of heavy canvas was be- 
tween us and the river. 

The skipper, a tall guy with 
unruly yellow hair, gave us our 
Sailing orders. 

“The Dalles are the only tricky 
part,” he said. “When we get to 


them everybody knee! in the 
boat and hang on hard. She'll 
bounce around, but good, may 


water, may fill right 
up, but she won't sink and if 
you've got a good grip you're 
okay. Chic, you and Chuck man 
the pump. Sugar and I will pad- 
dle 

“Main thing to remember, what- 
ever happens, is stick with the 
boat. You wouldn't lest a minute 
swimming in the river.” 


We Shove Off 
With Laughter 


Our morale thus bolstered, we 
shoved off from the pebble shore 

When the bow of the life raft 
nudged into the current our 
craft became a live thing. It 
swept suddenly downstream, 
pivoting slowly like a carnival 
ride. The heavily timbered 
slopes of the mountains that 
drop into the river began slip- 
ping by at an astonishing rate. 

We hit our first fast water 


ship a lot of 


where the river narrows in « 
gorge some nine miles below our 
starting point. Here we saw an 
unbelievable sight. The surface 
of the river simply fell away in 
a smooth, downhill plane. 

The life raft shot down this 
like a toboggan swishing down 
@ slide, and then we were in a 
small maelstrom of whitecaps 
and whirlpools that sucked at 
the boat. We crouched im the 
bottom, hanging on hard. The 
water slapped at the rubber 
sides and cascaded in around our 
knees, achingly glacier-cold. 

It was over in no more than a 
minute or two. We shot out the 
otier side into calmer water, 
We all relaxed and lit cigarettes. 
There was a warm wind coming 
wp-river, and at this point the 
trip seemed like a pleasant 
cruise. 

But this was Interrupted sud- 
denly by a muffled roar ahead. 
We were rushing down upon the 
Petite Dalles. 


We Encounter 
Another Fury 


t took us no more than eight 
or ten minutes to go through 
that froth of water, but jt might 
have been an hour, It seemed 
as if we wou'd never get from 
the crazy grasp of the river. 

Here in this narrow canyon 
the waves were four and five 
feet high. There was no antici- 
pating them since there was no 
pattern, but merely an eruption 
of white-capped water rushing 
50 to 60 feet deep through too 
narrow a channel. 

The rubber life raft buckled 
alarmingly, now rising steeply 
at one end, then twisting and 
falling into a trough. Once we 
were caught in the octopus grip 
of a whirlpool and one end of 
our craft was sucked under so 
that the waiter spilled in, then 
we were tossed clear of its 
suction ; 

A log shot from under the 
surface as if it had been cata- 
pulied. The canyon walls spun 
around dizzily. We knelt in 
eight inches of water shouting 
as each new geyser boiled up 
and all of us shivering and 
frigid from the solid water that 
swept over us 

Then, as swiftly as &€ had 
begun, we were back in a broad, 
smooth channel and rushing 
along at upwards of 15 miles an 
hour around a bend, drenched 
and winded, but feeling an ex- 


hilaration that was like a 
reward. 

The rest was anti-climax. We 
swept on down the widening 


river above Revelstoke and 
beached the raft by the second 
tee of the town's golf course, 
to the considerable  astonish- 
ment of a nearby foursome.

1, Forty-six per cent of those 
taking the antihistamines reported 
their colds improved; so did 45 per 
cent of those taking sugar pills 

2. Forty-six per cent of both 
groups said the pills made them 
drowsy. 

3. Ten per cent of the antihista- 
Mune group said they got upset 
stomachs, but so did 19 per cent of 
the others. 

4. Eight per cent of the antihis- 
tamine users reported headaches 
along with 22 per cent in the sugar 
group.

These people from the Biblical

a Pepper Grinders Start 
’ New Spice-Mill Fads

Modern kitchens may have « laboratory-like effi- 
ciency . .. but the women who cook in them are leaning 
toward granny’s way of doing things ... in at least one 
respect. 

Today's homemakers have taken to grinding their 
own spices, coffee and herbs. It’s an old-new trick and 
bright little grinders are just making their way to our 
local markets. 

It's the gay little pepper grinder selling at $1.95 that 
caught my roving eye. You sift this kitchen-kraft out in 
your own noggin and see what you think of the business 
of grinding your own spices... blending them as you go 
along. 


M Y: 


Brides aren’t the only ones getting brand-new 
sheets and towels for their linen closet. 

House-cleaning time inspires housewives to add 
new towels and bed linens to their own stock, too. 

And there’s more to the job of picking out good 
quality than looking for an attractive color or a good 
looking package. Here are some tips on buying both 
sheets and towels ... for the bride’s hope chest or 
for the family’s linen closet: 


Wise department manager in a local store told me 
this about terry towels. 

He said that most reliable mills advise looking for a 
firm, close underweave. That means the towel is strong 
and durable. Surface loops should be close and thick, too. 

Closer the loop . .. the more the towel will absorb. 


Good quality terry-towelling may feel soft, 
medium soft ... or rough... just like the Three 
Bears. 

Men, of course, often prefer towels with a hard, 
rough texture... and they like them big, big, big. So 
it’s a good idea to open them out and check the size. 

Prices range from 85c for a small finger-tip 
towel to as much as %4.95 for a single bath towel of 
giant size. Anywhere in between you'll get a bargain- 
buy .. . if vou know what to look for. 


There are simple ways to check the quality of sheets, 
too. 

First on the list is close examination to sce if said 
sheet has a firm, close weave. Then hold piece of sheet 
to the light and see if the lengthwise and crosswise 
threads are of the same thickness . . . they should be. 


Sometimes a sheet can look decentively fine and 
strong on the counter and efter the first washing it 
looks sleezy and locse --oven. This means it's hed en 
over-dose of starch or “sizine” in the first place. 

To check for this, it's a bonny idea to rub parts 
of the sheet together over a dark surface. If a white, 
powdery material comes out, you'll know the sheet 
has been heavily sized. Some sizing or special starch 
is added to all sheets to.give a smooth finish. It can 
be done with no effect on the quality or the wear. 

But a hirh quality sheet has a minimum of sizing 
+... and the label “no weighing” means no overdose of 
starch has been used
